Fr.  Gross:

Former  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  president,  Father  Raphael 
H.  Gross,  72,  died  on  the  af¬ 
ternoon  of  Wednesday,  Janu¬ 
ary  30th.  Ffe  passed  away  fol¬ 
lowing  a  long  illness.  Father 
Gross  dedicated  his  life  to  the 
betterment  of  Saint  Joseph's 
College.  The  following  is  a 
brief  look  at  his  life  and  his 
service  to  this  community. 

Father  Gross  was  born  on 
April  5th,  1912  in  Padua, 
Ohio.  He  first  came  here  as  a 
student  in  the  fall  of  1928, 
shortly  after  entering  the 
Society  of  the  Precious  Blood. 

He  was  ordained  a  priest  in 
1938  and  in  1940  he  graduated 
from  Saint  Joseph’s  with  a 
bachelor’s  degree.  Following 
his  undergraduate  work,  Fa¬ 
ther  Gross  earned  a  master's 
degree  from  the  University  of 
Michigan  in  1941.  In  1951, 
before  returning  to  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  as  president,  he  re-

ceived  his  doctorate  in 
English  Literature  from  the 
University  of  Montreal. 

Father  Gross’  administra¬ 
tion  was  marked  by  innumer¬ 
able  achievements  and  contri¬ 
butions.  During  his  fourteen 
year  tenure  as  president,  this 
college  underwent  dramatic 
changes.  Enrollment  more 
than  doubled,  from  500  stu¬ 
dents  in  1951  to  1,341  stu¬ 
dents  in  1961.  Also  under  the 
leadership  of  Father  Gross 
several  buildings  were  erected 
that  changed  the  face  of  the 
campus.  Noll  and  Bennett 
halls  were  completed  in  1955; 
Gallagher  and  Halas  followed 
in  1958,  and  Halleck  Center 
and  Schwieterman  hall  were 
built  in  1963. 

Father  Gross  was  also  re¬ 
sponsible  for  two  other  main 
additions  to  the  college.  In 
1957  construction  began  on 
the  faculty  housing  project  in 
the  woods  south  of  Justin

hall.  This  project  was  made 
possible  by  a  grant  of  $270,000 
from  the  Ford  Foundation, 
which  Father  Gross  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  securing.  The 
other  addition  was  the  open¬ 
ing  of  a  branch  campus  in 
East  Chicago,  Indiana  in 
1951. 


Father  Gross’  love  and  de¬ 
dication  to  this  college  did  not 
cease  when  he  completed  his 
term  as  president.  He  devoted 
his  full-time  efforts  to  super¬ 
vising  the  Saint  Joseph's  Fel¬ 
low  Program.  He  initiated  this 
program  in  1962.  The  Fellows 
Program  grew  in  size  and 


profit  under  his  leadership. 
Reflecting  on  Father  Gross' 
dedication.  Father  Dominic 
Geriach,  C.PP.S.,  stated  that 
Father  Gross  was  “suffering 
terribly  in  the  last  several 
years  ...  in  the  long  run  he 
declined  drastically  in  health 
but  always  kept  up  with  the 
Fellows  Program.'' 

In  1963,  when  asked  what 
his  hopes  for  the  future  of  the 
college  were,  Father  Gross 
said,  “So  often  you  hear  peo¬ 
ple  say,  ‘We  should  become 
like  Harvard,  or  do  this  or 
that’  but  we  must  learn  to  be 
ourselves.  We  should  not  be 
so  concerned  about  other  col¬ 
leges,  but  simply  and  plainly 
about  becoming  the  best  SJC 
within  our  means.'' 

Father  Gross  certainly  took 
his  own  advice  everyday  of  his 
life  and  we  as  a  community 
are  grateful  for  his  years  of 
service.  Undoubtedly,  SJC  is 
a  better  place  because  of  his 
efforts.  He  will  be  missed. 


Reorganization  Of  S.A.

On  January  29,  a  General 
Election  was  held  on  campus 
regarding  a  new  SA  Constitu¬ 
tion  Proposal.  The  proposal 
was  passed  by  a  wide  margin. 
96%  of  those  who  voted  were 
in  favor  of  the  proposal.  Stuff 
decided  to  find  out  what  the 
proposal  entails. 

The  major  change  will  be 
the  reorganization  of  the  SA 
and  HSUB.  These  two  organi¬ 
zations  will  merge  to  form  one 
central  student  organization. 
This  new  governing  body  will 
be  responsible  for  all  student 
activites  and  student  govern¬ 
ment. 

This  new  student  organiza¬ 
tion  will  be  split  into  two  main 
boards.  One  board,  tentative¬ 
ly  named  the  Student  Union 
Board,  will  be  responsible  for 


such  things  as  C.O.S.,  mixers, 
Little  500,  commencement, 
etc. 

The  other  board  will  be  in 
charge  of  all  facets  of  Student 
Government.  The  Student 
Government  board  will  over¬ 
see  such  things  as  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate,  the  Legal  Affairs 
Committee,  the  Dorm  Gov¬ 
ernors,  etc. 

“The  main  purpose  of  this 
merger  is  to  do  away  with  the 
overlap  and  competition  be¬ 
tween  SA  and  HSUB."  Pat 
Djuvik,  current  Executive  Di¬ 
rector  of  HSUB,  explained  to 
Stuff.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
new  organization  will  provide 
the  students  with  more  activi¬ 
ties  and  also  with  a  variety  of 
other  programs.

Those  interested  in  this  new 
structure  and  /  or  those  who 
might  possibly  be  interested 
in  an  office  next  year  should 
attend  a  workshop  on  the  new 
structure  to  be  held  on  Wed¬ 
nesday,  Feb.  27.

The  library  has  hired  a  new 
reference  librarian,  Miss  Jody 
Taylor.

Taylor  first  heard  of  the  job 
at  SJC  in  the  Chronicle  of 
Higher  Education  (which  by 
the  way  can  be  found  in  the 
library's  lounge).  She  applied 
for  the  job  and  got  it.  She  ac¬ 
cepted  the  position  as  refer¬ 
ence  and  assistant  librarian. 
She  arrived  on  campus  a  few 
days  before  this  present  se¬ 
mester  began. 

About  the  facilities  at  the 
school,  Miss  Taylor  says,  “The 


library  is  good  for  a  school  of 
this  size.”  The  only  problem 
she  has  had  so  far  in  adjust¬ 
ing  to  the  new  surroundings 
is  with  regard  to  the  new  com¬ 
puter  system  in  the  library. 
The  system  at  Saint  Joseph's 
is  different  than  the  one  she 
has  worked  with  before.  She 
says  she  is  getting  used  to  it, 
though. 

The  advice  that  she  has  for 
the  students  is  not  to  be  afraid 
to  ask  questions.  “What  they 
cannot  find  here,  students  can 
find  through  an  interlibrary 
loan  or  a  computer  search.”

Pocketbook  Damages 


Encouraged  by  the  student  spirit  exemplified  at 
the  Student  Association  forum,  Gallagher  Hall 
residents  formed  a  delegation  to  right  those 
dastardly  dorm  damage  charges.  Armed  with  only 
our  wits  and  a  ball  point  pen,  we  arrived  at  the  office 
of  Director  of  Campus  Life,  Chris  Zanowski.  He  ex¬ 
plained  that  Resident  Assistants  post  dorm  damage 
charges  to  encourage  residents  to  question  any 
discrepancies.  Chris  arranged  a  meeting  between 
our  delegation.  Assistant  Vice  President  for 
Business  Affairs  Fred  Plant,  and  himself.  To  our 
surprise,  the  meeting  produced  substantial  results. 
First,  second,  third  floor’s  charges  were  reduced  by 
46.7%,  29.1%,  and  76.4%,  respectively. 

What  accounts  for  these  large  reductions?  Iden¬ 
tifying  the  responsible  individuals  knocks  off  a  few 
percentage  points,  but  the  majority  of  the  reduc¬ 
tions  are  due  to  the  fact  that  the  charges  are 
BLOATED!  For  example,  Gallagher  Hall  first  floor 
residents  were  charged  $15.12  for  “meat  on  carpet.” 
After  protesting  the  amount,  it  was  reduced  to 
$2.10.  Mr.  Plant  agreed  that  some  of  these  charges 
are  way  to  high,  and  explains  that  charges  are  deter¬ 
mined  by  referencing  a  standardized  book.  I  believe 
the  book  needs  updating. 

Saint  Joe’s  policy  on  dorm  damage  states  “the 
cost  of  damages  to  public  areas  of  a  residence  hall 
(in  some  cases  where  a  responsible  individual  cannot 
be  identified)  will  be  divided  equally  among  all  the 
residents  of  a  particular  wing,  floor,  or  hall  as 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs. 
Identification  of  individuals  responsible  for  damage 
and  prevention  of  such  damage  will  reduce  the 
charges  billed  to  your  account.”  Several  administra¬ 
tive  officials  have  stated  that  the  majority  of  dorm 
damage  is  caused  by  a  few  individuals.  Is  it  right  to 
equally  charge  everyone  for  the  temper  tantrums  of 
a  few  irresponsible  individuals?  The  administration 
points  out  that  this  policy  has  significantly  lowered 
the  amount  of  damage  done,  while  the  “goody  two 
shoes”  resident  feels  discriminated  against. 

I  asked  a  few  residents  for  their  opinion  of  the 
dorm  damage  dilemma.  One  student  said  “If  you 
don’t  like  it  then  go  break  something,"  while 
another  resident  felt  “the  person  responsible  should 
be  made  to  pay  only  if  they  damaged  something  in¬ 
tentionally.”  Many  residents  felt  it  was  not  worth 
the  trouble  over  a  few  dollars. 


Why  is  there  a  disciplinary  fine  (10%  of  total 
charges)  added  on?  Its  proposed  purpose  is  to  de¬ 
crease  the  amount  of  damage  done  by  penalizing  the 
residents.  I  seriously  doubt  that  any  individual  who 
causes  dorm  damage  cares  about  the  dorm/floor/wing 
being  charged  an  extra  10%.  The  disciplinary  fine  is 
not  an  effective  deterrent!  If  anything,  it  could  en¬ 
courage  the  plant  to  charge  us  more,  knowing  that 
they  will  receive  an  extra  10%  on  anything  they  bill 
us  for.  Why  not  take  this  money  and  use  it  in  some 
manner  that  would  not  allow  the  plant  to  directly 
profit  from  it?  The  money  could  go  to  charity  (Gal¬ 
lagher  Charitable  Society),  start  a  new  scholarship 
fund,  or  increase  the  Student  Association  budget. 

I  have  grown  tired  of  having  to  fight  dorm 
damage  charges.  I  think  it  is  time  for  everyone  to 
take  a  hint  from  a  poster  in  Mr.  Plant  s  office  which 
reads  “Let’s  concentrate  on  solving^problems,  not 
fighting  them.”
